stressed 

Mrs Black said Larry had 
visited the home of his aunts 
earlier that evening and retur- 
ned because he thought he 
left his GI Joe toy there It ts 
tronical, but the toy was later 
found in his own home where 
he had been playing with it 
before going to his aunt's 
home, she said 

Robbins said that evidence 
collected in his investigation 
prompted them to feel that 
tne driver of the fatal car was 
traveling the wrong way on 
Lilley Ave., a one way street 
Himself the father of a four 
year old son, Robbins spent 
his day off working on the 
case and |s devoting full time 
investigation to it 

Obviously mindful of his 
own child, ne pointed out that 
this could have happened to 
any parent wno had schooled 
his child in traffic safety 

The death was one of the 
last of a total of 82 traffic 
fatalities in Columbus in 
1972 

Besides his mother and 
aunt, Larry is survived by 
brother, Rotert, 8, and other 
relatives

An eastside man charged 
with breaking and entering a 
wé@stside home and 
assaulting with intent to rape 
its female inhabitant was 
acquitted of charges Dec 23 
by a jury of six men and six 
women 

Duvon Mathews, of. 1040 
Bryden Rd., was alleged‘to 
have entered the 450 S. Prin- 
ceton Ave. house of Linda 
Muncy, 16 

Ms Muncy testified that on 
the day of the alleged attempt 
at rape, she had returned 
home from school and upon 
coming out of her bathroom 
discovered a man she said 
was Mathews using her 
telephone Her two brothers 
testified that Mathews was 
the man they saw leaving the 
house 

Defending Mathews, Attor- 
ney Otto Beatty, Jr. was able 
to find many discrepancies in 
the plaintiff's testimony and 
was successful in charac- 
terizing Mathews an upstan- 
ding man in the community 
and a good family man 

Following four days of 
testimony, the jury 
deliberated an hour and freed 
Mathews of the charges

President Nixon has 
nominated Walter E. Wash 
ington for a third term as

ending Feb, 1, 1977

— Black Panther Party leader 
Huey P. Newton has exten- 
ded an olive branch of peace 
to his former friend, exiled 
Panther leader Eldridge 
Cleaver 

In a statement published in 
the party newspaper, Newton 
offered legal assistance to 
Cleaver if he returns to the 
United States to wage per- 
sonally his legal battle 
against U.S. authorities. 

Cleaver, a founder with 
Newton of the Black Panther 
Party, has been in exile in 
Algeria since 1968 when he 
fled to avoid going to jailona 
charge of parole violation.

Onio State University | is 
combating problems of the 
returning serviceman through 
its Veterans’ Association and 
Veterans’ Center, Although 
separate organizations, both 
are helping the veteran get 
back into the academic 
routine 
/ Pat Kent, president of the 

ysassociation, described it as 
“basically a social service 
organization which tries to 
help veterans readjust to 
Civilian life.” Its 200 members 
hold regular meetings each 
month and try to average at 
least one party each 
academic quarter. Member- 
ship is built through personal 
contact 

“A veteran is usually not a 
joiner at first,” Kent observed. 
“He's become rather distrust- 
ful and hesitates to volunteer 
or join anything for a while, It 
usually takes him a year to a 
year and a half to get over 
that feeling, When he does 
join, it’s usually on some 
friend’s recommendation.” 

The association recently 
held a Christmas party for 
about 1500 patients in the 
Dayton Veterans Administra- 
tion (VA): hospital. Besides 
initiating similar service 
projects, it also helps the 
veterans become academi- 
cally oriented, For example, 
seniors often tutor their 
fellow veterans who are 
having. difficulties. with lower 
level courses 

Veterans at Ohio State also 
rely on the Veterans’ Center 
in the Office of Student Fi- 
nancial Aids. Carl Bobo, 
director, called the center “a 
registering service and a 
liaison between the veteran 
and the V.A." 

The Center assists them in 
the proper completion of V.A. 
application forms for finan- 
cial assistance, A veteran 
must have at least 181 days of 
continuous active duty to be 
eligible for financial aid un- 
der the Gl Bill. 

According to Bobo, about 
3,300 ex-servicemen are 

{currently enrolled at Ohio 


State, a decrease from last 
year. The figure has risen 
steadily from 1,727 in 1968 to 
3,520 in 1971. 

Bobo attributed this year's 
drop to the fact that most 
veterans have already retur- 
ned from Vietnam, According 
to him, V.A. spokesmen have 
said the enrollment figure 
would level off in the next few 
years because many veterans 
are deciding against collage, 
in favor of vocational and 
technical schools 


The association and the 
center are coordinating their 
efforts in promoting the Col- 
umbus Plan of the Veterans 
Clearing House. Similar 
organizations are operating 
in various cities now, in- 
cluding Cincinnati, Bobo ex- 
plained its potential for the 
Columbus area: 


“tt would provide coun- 
seling, secretarial help and 
technical advice to all 
veterans, especially those 
who have recently returned 
from Vietnam, Many veterans 
are eligible for various kinds 
of financial assistance and 
dont even know it. The 
clearing house would make 
them aware of their opport- 
unities and help them fill out 
the proper forms for V.A, con- 
sideration,” 


Kent added that the 
veterans would be paid to 
contact recently discharged 
veterans..in the Franklin 
County area. Part of their 
responsibilities would be to 
publicize job openings for 
which veterans might qualify. 


The association and the 
center are currently 
gathering letters of support 
from civic organizations and 
centers of higher education 
in Franklin County. Although 
the project has not yet 
received formal endorsement 
from Ohio State, it has 
received support from the Na- 


tional Alliance of Business- 
men.

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OSU will open its Big Ten 
season against Mich. on Sat., 
Jan. 6 at 12 noon in St. Jonn 
Arena, This will be Fred 
Taylor's 14th season as*nead 
basketball coacty“tor™the 
Scarlet and Gray. 

Fred started nis career as 
head coach in 1959. Since 
that time, the Buckeyes have 
won seven Western Con- 
ference titles and played in 
five NCAA meets. They won 
the National Championship in 
1960 with such players as Joe 
Roberts, Mel Nowell, Jerry 
Lucas, Larry Siegfned and 
Jonnny Haviicek, The Bucks 
fost the National title two 
years in a row in 1961 and 
1962 to the University of Cin- 
cinnatt 

During the years from 1959 
thru the 1971-72 season, 
Coacn Taylor's teams have 
won. 254-games. and lost 99 
for a_winning percentage of 
719. In the Big Ten nis 
record is 136-60. 

Taylor nas been one of the 
most successful coaches in 
the country and his teams 
have established numerous 
records. Some of these 
records include: 32 con- 
secutive victories, 47 straight 


regular season wins, and 27. 


consecutive Big Ten vic- 
tories, Add to. this. list 50 
straight home wins. Thus, 
Taylor has been successful in 
tne win and lost column”. 

His ability to recruit top 
black basketball players has 
been. questionable. in 1969 
when he was attacked for not 
recruiting some of the out- 
Standing black players in the 
State, one of his former black 
players wrote us anote which 
Said, “In my opinion, what the 
OSU basketball program 
needs is encouragement from 
the black Community.” 

This @x-Buckeye stated 
that he and other biack 
graduates had been directly 
involved in trying to. recruit

Taylot for the basketball 
program, He listed the 
following, black athletes he 
had personally contacted 
over-the years: Larry -Hisle of 
Portsmouth, Wesley Unseld 
of Louisville, Tom Bowman, 
Ed* Young, Jim Cleamons, 
Nick Weatherspoon and Ed 
Ratleft 

“A disheartening factor 
which | have experienced in 
working with the local high 
schoo! boys ts the fact they 
have been told by many black 
Columbus. residents they 
would not receive a fair 
chance to play,” he said 
“Unfortunately, mary of the 
boys believe this, consequen- 
tly they have a misconception 
of the program before they 
are even ready to graduate 
from high school.” 

The black community is ip- 


“terested in Ohio State and all 


of its programs. Blacks have 
been attacking Ohio State's 
basketball program for years; 
It probably started with 
Harold G, Olsen, coach from 
1923-46 and continued with 
William (Tippy) Dye (1947-50) 
and Floyd S. Stahl (1951-58), 

In 7970 the Merry Makers 
Club, which consists of 


“'several-“Members who have 


Qraduated from or attended 
Onto State, invited Coach 
Taylor to one of its Smokers. 
One. of, the topics for 
discussion was his policy on 
recruiting black players, Fred 
didn't hedge on any question 
and neither did he turn red 
from any embarassing 
queries, 

At that time, Fred stated he 
was interested in Wardell 
Jackson of Toledo MaCom- 
ber, Terry Tyler of Dayton 
Chaminade and Bill Brown of 
Toledo Rodgers. When these 
young men visited St. John 
Arena, Taylor had Jim 
Cleamons. and Ed Smith 
escort them around-the cam- 
pus, Taylor went for three 
good basketball players and 
only got one, Jackson. Tyler 
went to Michigan and Brown 
to. Ohio U. 

For the first time in his 
coaching career, Taylor 
received some criticism from 
one of the country's popular 
sports magazines. Sports 
iustrated said recently, 
“Taylor may no longer be 
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able to prosper While losing 
many of the best athletes in 
Ohio and starting only one 
black player at atime, But he 
has-a favorable schedule and 
four regulars returning." 

As we see it, if Taylor ex- 
pects to win (he Big Ten title 
this year, he is going to need 
the service of both Wardell 
Jackson and Luke Witte. 
These two men have been ac- 
countable for 40 percent of 
the rounds and 28.3 percent 
of the scoring. 

in eight games these men 
have grabbed 114 rebounds 
of the team's 279. On 
numerous occasions their 
rebounding efforts have 
ignited a fast break with Allan 
Homyak and/or Bill Andreas 
on the scoring end. When 
Steve Wenner and Jack 
Wolfe replace these men, the 
Bucks lose a little neighth 
and strength on the boards. 

Although he missed one 
game last year, Witte finished 
third in the Big Ten in 
rebounding with an average 
of 11.9. Kevin Kunnert of lowa 
led the conferenc® with 15.9 
per game and Steve Downing 
of indiana was second with

Jackson is tied with Bill 
Andreas for rebounds with 
47. Wardell and Luke also 
lead the team in personal 
fouls with 25 and 30, respec- 
tively, Thus bench warming 
has reduced Jackson's 
rebounding opportunities. He 
was behind Witte fast year 
with 199 rebounds, Whenever 
Jackson figures out where 
Witte is going and what heis 
going to do, both men will be 
more—valuable-to- the team: 
—Witte- nit—the- deck —at—least 
four times per game. 

On offense, Witte is second 
in scoring behind Hornyak's 
185 points with 99 for a 1?3 
average. He is below his last 
year’s average of 16.9. 
Jackson’s record this year 
shows a total of 64 points for 
an eight point average. This 
figure is also below his 10.5 
average of last year. 

At the beginning of the 
season last year, Jackson ap- 
peared to be a step child in 
the Buckeyes patterned of- 
fense. ft was not until the 
Minnesota game his team- 
mates realized his value to 
the team. Coach Taylor must 
have given him the go ahead 
signal. He scored 16 points 
against the Gopners to lead 
both teams in the scoring 
department. 

After the Minnesota game, 
Jackson was in the double 
figures for the next four 
games against Michigan 14, 
lowa 12, Wisconsin 18, and 
lowa 10. He slipped to four 
for Purdue and six for Illinois. 
in his last four conference 
games, he scored 19 against 
Northwesiem, 23 on_lilinois, 
13.0n Indiana and 19 on 
Michigan State. _ 

Jackson had his best game 
this year against Yale. He 
scored 16 points in the first 
half but went scoreless the 
second half. He also pulled 
down five of his seven game 
rebounds in -the first 20 
minutes of the game. 

Tnere are times wher cer- 
tain Buckeyes appear to be a 
little hesitant about throwing 
the ball to Jackson, when he

Little Rock 
School Law 
Suit Filed 


Little Rock, Ark., the site of 
racial unrest little more than 


a decade ‘ago, is once again — 


the center of a: civil rights 
struggle to complete deseg- 
regation of schools. 

Last week U.S. Attorney 
General Richard G, Klein- 
dienst filed suit in U.S. 
District Court in Little Rock 
against the Conway County 
School Board, six other 
school districts within the 
county and State of Arkan- 
sas. 
The suit said that the state 
had established a dual school 
system with two black 
schools remaining as “all- 
Negro vestiges of the 
segregated system.” 

The suit charges that this 
dual system has resulted in a 
denial of equal educational 
opportunities to Negro child- 
ren attending those schools. 

A preliminary injunction as 
been issued to the sthool

WASHINGTON — (NBNS) - 
~ Is Ed Brooke, the nation’s 
first and only black Senator 
in 100 years, attempting to 
gain the GOP presidential 
nomination in +976? 
—dJudging—from_discussions. 
around the Nation's Capital 
and some of Brooke’s own 
comments, it would appear 
that the “atypical Black 
politician”, as Brooke and 
some others think of him, has 
set his sight and 
justifably so -— on segking 
the highest sféctive office in 
the land when President 
Nixon steps down. 

After a resounding -victory 
in the November elections, 
Brooke said he did not 
believe that Vice President 
Agnew is the “heir apparent" 
to the 1976 Republican 


Presidential nomination. thus, 


leading onlookers to believe 
that the Senator thinks the 
nomination is up for grabs, 

“[ just dont want to rule 
myself out or anyone else,” 
Brooke said. “I'm going to 
give it (the presidency) 
serious thought. I’m going to 
wait.and see.” 


And, according to those 
who ‘are in a position to 
know, if the articulate and 
highly-respected Senator 
does, in fact, “give it serious 
thought” and attention, he 
would be difficult to defeat, 


Recently, Brooke revamped 
much of his staff, supposedly 
to devote more time and at- 
tention to national issues 
during the next four years. 
This new thrust would also 
give. Brooke the sorely- 
needed public exposure that 
is:necessary in seeking the 
presidency. i 


An aide to the Senator, 
however, insists that the 
recent shuffling of staff has 
“no. connection whatsoever" 
with an impending presiden- 
tial campaign. The shift, he 


noted, was designed to 
enable Brooke “to concen- 
trate on being a legislator 
and to play a larger role in 
the issue’ area," after it was 
discovered that “only a smal! 
fraction of the Senator's time 
was being devoted to 
legislation.”

Women Voters League Sets Nat'l 
Campaign For D.C. Home Rule 


By FLORENCE TATE 

WASHINGTON -— (NBNS) — Home rule for the District of 
Columbia got a doost from an unexpected quarter with the 
announgement by the predominately white League of Women 
Voters of a national campaign to develop grassroots support 
for self-government in the District. : 

At the same time, Rep. Charles C. Diggs, Jr., who is ex- 
pected to become chairman of the House District of Colum- 
bia Committees, does not foresee immediate action on the 
home rule question and predicts that it may be as late as 
next summer before the\committee takes up the question. 

The League of Women Voters campaign to be waged in 
all sections of the country is designed to influence members 
of the House Of Representatives that their own con- 
stituents want home rule for this majority-black city. The 
Senate has approved "home nile~tegisiation-in the_past.— 

The League's plans call for two-week-long concentrated 
etforts in ten states per month, starting on the West Coast at 
the end of December and ending in May in, the Northeastern 
states. “ 

Congressman Diggs, recently returned from a 13-nation 
tour of Africa, said in an interview that he is considering 
reorganizing the District panel's subcommittee, increasing 
the number from four to six. But he ‘is not yet sure what the 
new panels would be.- 

Diggs said he plans to replace the present 24-member 
staff with a kind of urban “think tank.” He previously has sald 
that he would-like to see the District of Columbia work as a 
mode! for other cities with similar urban problems in

UYA uses the talents of students and the resources of 
the , university to help community agencies solve the 
problems of the poor. Sponsoring agencies specify the jobs 
for which they need UYA volunteers and supervise their 
work, The university aids in supervision, grants credit to

Harry S. Truman 


Harry S. Truman, the hard-nosed, 
scrappy little man from the border 
state of Missouri, whose early life 
was..steeped in the .“'Southern 
Tradition’, finally made his exit 
from life last Tuesday, but only after 
putting on display his characteristic 
last-ditch toughness. 

It took a combination of age, 88 
challenge-filled years* and a com- 
plication of diseases that sapped 
his vitality, to release his fighting 
soul, and then only after upsetting 
the calculations of the _medical 
men who are now expressing 
amazement over his tenacity for 
life 

Harry S. Truman, throughout his 
tempestuous political career, was 
generally regarded as a 


Hiroshima-which brought about the 
Japanese surrender, 

While he tempered F.D.R's “New 
Deal" administration. with his. own 
“Fair Deal", it was under President 
Truman that the nation experienced 
a tremendous: awakening of the 
American conscience on the great 
issues of civil rights, and as Com- 
mander-in-Chief of our armed for- 
ces, it was Harry S. Truman who 
gave the nod to meaningful integra- 
tion of our armed forces, not, the 
more idolized F.D:R. : 

His defeat of the highly favored 
Thomas S. Dewey in the 1948 cam- 
paign was perhaps the highlight of 
his career, and the feat for which 
he will long be remembered. Vir-

He did not want to the president

Tt 
remained: for him, to. mop_up the 
disastrous World War || through 
one of the most debated decisions 
of his age--the unleashing of t 
atomic bomb on Nagasaki and

Dope and crime have become vir. 
tually synonomous in the United 
States-.And nowhere else does it 
exact more lethal dues than in the 
ghettoes of América's inner-cities 
where the poor and the black 
struggle for a precarious survival.

This. bloody episode, however, 
was simply a climax to the succes- 
sion of crimesylarge and small, that 
have blossomed in the wake of the 
increased ‘use of narcotics in 
Cleveland,“ once confined to the 
black community, but now an in- 
vader in the homes of rich and poor, 
and- respecting-no_class, color or 
neighborhood. 

Z A’ generation ago, the use of 
drugs among blacks was largely 
isolated among the musical frater- 
nity_and in cafe society's affluent 
vice lords, Today; because of 
failure by the federal government to 
effectively prevent the importation 
of heroin into this country, this most 
lethal of drugs is within the reach of 
teen-age children, and its trafficers

The Ordinances as passed,

As this column is being written, the 
attention of the entire nation is focused 
on’ the little village of independence, 
“Mo., Where the 33rd President of the 
United States is being eulogized in 
solemn final rites. = 

Harry S. Truman, a man; from the 
common soil and with a pro-slavery 
heritage, like Abraham Lincoln and 
Lyndon -B, Johnson, . will, long, be 
remembered by Black Americans for 
virtually charting the course for the civil 
rights movement. 

As a-man who had served in the 
National Guard and World War |, he ob- 
viously Trecognized “that racial 
discrimination in the military service 
was contrary to the fundamental 
precepts of a democratic society and 
was a disgraceful insult to the dignity of 
the Black populace, 

In 1948, he dramatically manifested 
this sentiment when he issued an 
executive order desegregating the ar- 
med forces. He had earlier appointed a 
commission on Civil-Rights in 1947, 
which called for an end of all forms of 
racial segregation. ‘ 

As a reporter leaning heavily toward 
Republicans in those days, we were not 
overly impressed by Truman's appoint- 
ment of the Civil rights commission, At 
that time, we saw it as just another 
political ploy designed to deceive the 
black voters and win their favor at the 
polis at the crucial 1948 election, 

Although we learned to respect 
Truman during his 1948 campaign 
against the highly favored Tom Dewey, 
New York crime buster, like most 
people we didn't give him a chance, As 
the campaign began to peak, Truman 
seemed to have been gaining ground 
arié making an effective appeal for the 
vote of the common man. 

it was during a campaign speech in 
St. Louis, Mo., that he really aroused the 
emotions of this reporter, Although it 
appeared to be below the dignity ex- 


| was very much please to see that 
the Cincinnati Chapter of the Ohio 
Black Political Assembly has chosen 
James Neal to head the local branch. 

Mr. Neal tried unsuccessfully twice to 
become a’ member of the Ohio General 
Assembly, Shce in 1964 in an at large 
election. and again in 1966 in the old 
69th District which included the 
predominantly black communities.

The new year is a good time to reset 
your sights, determine goals and sort 
out the trivia from the basic needs. 

Somewhere between the two 6x- 
tremes, is a path that most of us can 
follow if we have the resolve and 
motivation to do so. 

One extreme we have to contend 
with, is that group that thinks that no 
matter what progress we have made, 
we shduld not be grateful for it and, 
most of all, that our hatred of “whitey” 
should be intensiffed. That--any 
fetaliatory acts against whites are 
justified. 

This group, because of its inbred 
hatred, is causing more harm than 
anything else. This hatred is not only 
resulting in more white backlash, but, is 
devastating the areas where most of 
our people live, , 

The evidence of this is etched in the 
wrecked buildings and deterioration 
still visible after the holocaust of the 
sixties, The tragic part of this, is that it 
now appears that what rehabilitation 
that has taken place in these affected 
areas, is not only inadequate, but is 
being done so haphazardly that ap- 
preciable gains are hardly discernible. 

Out of this group of dissidents, come 
the criminal elements. who are adding 
greatly to our problems. 


In the other extreme group, we find 
those who are so satisfied and/or docile 
that they neither toil nor do they spin, 
Black is neither beautiful to them, nor is 
it a rallying cry for racial ‘unity, 

In this group are the free loaders who 
have benefited greatly from the 
pioneering and sacrifices of others, but, 
who. -themselves,.are “content. to do 
nothing for racial progress whether it is 
voting, buying Black or supporting 
charities and/or community organiza- 
tions, 


One of the challenges we face in 
1973, is to reduce our crime statistics. 
No racial group in the United States 
needs_gun__contro!|.. more. than...our 
people. Preventing interracial murders 
must be one of our prime goals. There 
is something basic in our social struc- 
ture that needs immediate attention. 

Next to murders, the Negro com- 
munity must find some way to reduce 
other crimes, Negro women are the 
most prevalent victims of rape. Rob- 
beries of all types, are not only making 
people prisoners in their own homes, 
but, by making the streets unsafe, are 
decimating our neighborhoods of badly 
needed stores and service shops, If the 
Present trend continues, in a few years 
it will be almost impossible to purchase 
needed necessities from neighborhood 
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The Road 


It may still be too early to conclude 
that the American electorate got its 
legs pulled last year in the form of op- 
timistic predictions of a pre-election 
settlement of the Vietnam War. 
However, events of the past two weeks 
make it clear that President Nixon and 
his advisors have no intention of set- 
tling the Indo-China mess under con- 
ditions that will label Nixon as the first 
U.S, President to lose a war. 


The heaviest bombing campaign in 
the history of warfare now under way 
over North Vietnam is a far cry from the 
headlines of last October that implied 
that “peace _is_ imminent’ causing a 
majority of Americans to believe that a 
titm “agreement was already structured, 
and which cut the rug out from under 
the main campaign thrust of Senator 
George McGovern. 


The administration, of course, places 


the blame squarely in the laps of the ° 


North Vietnamese, claiming that the 
Communist negotiators in Paris‘ were 
willing to sign an agreement that they 
never. intended to keep, and balked at 
the last minute when the American 
team “tried to pin them down to 
specifics on the forces designed to 
Supervise a “cedse fire" until elections 
could be held to determine the fate of 
South Vietnam. a _ 


The Communists, of course, are 
counter-claiming that Henry Kissinger, 
acting on cue from President Nixon, 
engaged in the “imminent peace” hoax 
in order to plant his boss a political ad- 
vantage that was reaped in the form of 
a landslide election. 


The truth, most observers believe, 
lies somewhere in between these two 
views, What is certain today is that hun- 
dreds, perhaps thousands, ‘ot 
Americans will die in the months ahea's; 
and that the agonies of war will coa- 
tinue to grip little brown people both 
north and south of the so-called 
demilitarized zone between North and

All the stress on statis- 
tical overpayments also neglected the 
many who get less than they are legally 
entitled to under the law. Playing a 
numbers game with welfare’ statistics 
does nothing about the real problems. 

Real welfare reform will require & 
comprehensive program of tax reform, 
exterision of social-security benefits, in- 
creasing and extending unemployment 
compensation and minimum wages, 
family allowances, and above-poverty- 
line minimal federal assistance stan- 
dards. | 

And for all the talk about "'permissi- 
veness” and the “work ethic,” a 
massive job-creation program is 
needed to enable everyone who can 
work to have it. Study after study simply 
confirms that peoplé on welfare want to 
work and share the same .values as 
those who hald jobs. It's the economy 
that is the villain here, not the poor. 

As national attention once again 
focuses on welfare reform, it would be 
most beneficial to remove the subject 
from the emotionally-supercharged at- 
mosphere of myths and stereotypes 
about poor people and to concentrate 
instead on the ways in which our 
faltering economy can be made to work 
for everyone. 

It_may be easier to win headlines 
by_attacking “cheats. on welfare.” but 
the problem of hunger and poverty will 
remain long after those headlines fade 
and the paper on which they are printed 
is recycled. 

Attempts at welfare reform will be 
doomed if they once more degenerate 
into @ circus-like competition to see 
whose plan can punish more people. 
The work ethic is just a faded idea if it 
exists in a Vacuum created by tack of 
job opportunities, and welfare costs 
can be sharply cut if the nation is 
prepared to tolerate widespread hunger 
and misery. 

The real goal of welfare retorm has 
to be the relief of the hardships of 
poverty coupled with the expansion of 
opportunities for human growth and 
“development. That's the lesson of the ~ 
futile deadlock of the past several 
years. ‘ 


rhetoric and warmed over solutions. 
What does Rev, Cleage offer? He of- 
fers _a_very definite solution to black 
people's conditions in this country. He 
turns primarily to the black church asa 
primary source of a movement for the 
liberation of black people. He suggests, 
with historical and contemporary ac- 
curancy, that no other institution in the 
black experience is as independent and 
formidable as the black church. And If 
the black church can be restructured 
and shed itself of what he calls, "the 
white man’s individualistic slave 
theology.” it can become a force and 
power base for black liberation. 


Rev. Cleage advocates a number of 
things. First, the black church must 
redefine its faith. Secondly, it must 
define the enemy, thirdly, define the 
struggle; and fourthly, define a program 
of liberation. And in his book this is 
precisely whet he does.

DEAR EDITOR: , 

Recently, the Cleveland Plain Dealer, 
has ran articles on an convicted rapist, 
John Wagoner. In the articles, he’s of- 
ten referred to as “Billy P.” Billy P. was 
allegedly sexually assaulted at the

mates. 

Instead_of calling it,as what.it.was,.— 
the rapist being allegedly raped, the 
Cleveland Plain Dealer distorted the ac- 
tual facts, portraying Billy P. as an in- 
nocent boy assaulted by animals or 
something similar, However, this isn't 


—really-surprising, because similar 


distorted articles ran by the Cleveland 
Plain Dealer has gained another white 
criminal, ex-police officer Turner con- 
victed of abducting a black woman for 
immoral purposes, his freedom, 
through what black inmates often refer 
to; sympathic ‘releases. 

How much longer will the public, 
both black and white, tolerate dual 
legal standards? Presently, Billy P. is 
attempting to secure shock probation, 
and after seeing countless. other white 
convicts leave here, a8 exploited vic- 
tims, as the public believes, there's no 
doubt in any black inmate's mind in- 
carcerated here that rapist Billy P. 
won't be released very soon. 

Judging from what I've seen, any 
white inmate here, can scream that he 
was sexually assaulted, and gain his 
freedom, or say that he's afraid of being 
here, as was the case of ex-police of- 
ficer Turner. However, they weren't 
afraid, to rape or molest. I've been here 
almost five years for armed robbery, 
and | was afraid too, every inmate here 
knows the fear of being behind these 
30 foot walls, yet only-a select few are 
permitted to return, to the free world 
before finishing their sentences and 
most of them are white, why? 

Prison: isn't a vacation area, it's 
rough. However, when one commits a 
crime, he must do and serve his time 
just as the black inmates. Unless this is 
done how can any black inmate or ex- 
con be expected to respect the law or 
it's makers? When you read about the 
rise in crime don't look toward the 
criminal, look toward the reformatories 
and prisons, because that's where your 
problem is, Seeing and experiencing 
dual legal standards only creates 
resentment and bitterness. 

The Cleveland Plain Dealer appears 
to condone and encourage these dual 


- standards. as -foliow - their. articles 


regarding various occurrences that are 
supposed to have happened here. tf 
this is the case, | must wonder if the 
Plain Dealer is anti-black, anti-justice

Blacks are no strangers to backlash, 
having usually seen on the réceiving 
end of it whenever 2 correction in some 
longstanding abuse has “gone too far” 
in the opinion of some segment of 
white society. Recently a rather unusual 
black backlash has been attracting at- 
tention and surprising a lot of people. 

|-am referring to the second look. 
many blacks are taking at the whole 
problem of sickle cell anemia. After 
years in which most blacks themselves 
had never even heard of the disease, it 
was suddenly on everyone's lips from 
the President-on down, and the rush 
WAS On, legislation, research, screening™ 
programs, fund-raising -drives--the 
works. Blacks; and rightly so,, led. much 
of the effort, including sponsoring the 
legistation. So what's the problem? 

It-has several sides to it. One is the 
confused distinction between “sickle 
\cell trait,” possessed by carriers who 
in most cases suffer no ill effects but 
can pass the trait on to their children, 
and “sickle cell disease,’ which can 
occur -in children when both parents 
have the trait.

Q. Have there been any changes 
- made in the disability program under 
the new amendments? 

A. Yes, several. Probably the one 
effecting the most people, since it will 
etfect everyone entitled to disability, 
will be the reduction in the waiting 
period from the current 6 months to 5 
months. Payments to disabled children 
can be made to anyone disabled under 
age 22 if they are the child of a parent 
receiving social security or who is 
deceased. 

Q:; Is there any change in this area 
of disability that people should know 
about immediately because of a time 
limitation? _ 

A. Yes. An application for disability. 
benefits can be filed on behalf of a 

isabled worker for as much as 3 mon- 

ths after his death.. Before this, no ap- 
plication could be filed on behalf of 
anyone after his death. Since this ap- 
plies to any case where death occured 
after 1969; an application must now be 
filed within 3 months after enactment 
where the situation existed and death 
occured since 1969. 

Q. | understand the now law gives 
Medicare coverage to disabled people. 
Is this true? 7 

A. Medicare coverage will be ex- 
tended for disabled persons who are 
receiving social security benefits and 
have been receiving them for 24 con- 
secutive months. This provision of the 
law’ goes into effect, 7/1/73. There is

even been reported that bearers of the 
trait are encountering ditfictlties “in 
being hired and in obtaining insurance. 

About one black in ten is believed to 
have the sickle cell trait and about one 
in 400 is believed to have sickle cell 
disease. A real concern is when two 
trait carriers marry. Two carriers must 
decide, shall we marry? And if they 


decide yes, shall we have children? The 
odds are one in four that a. child of 


theirs will have sickle cell disease. This - 


is misunderstood, too. tf they haye four 
children the number affected could vary 
from.none to all four. But for each birth 
there is a one in four chance the child 
will have sickle cell disease. . 
Another side to the problem is 
legislation passed by several states 
making screening for sickle cell trait 
mandatory for blacks. Fears are that 
this legislation could be extended, for- 
bidding carriers to marry each other, for 
example, or used in other ways 
detrimental to black people. =. 
Sickle cell anemia is only one of 
many genetically caused disorders. 
Others are cystic fibrosis (more com- 
mon among whites) and Tay-Sachs 


disease (most common among Jews). It 


is pointed out that no laws requiring 
screening for these diseases have been 
passed or even proposed. . 

The National Medical Associatio 
and some leading sickle cell specialists 
at Howard and Meharry Medical 
Schools now oppose compulsory 
screening legisiation. 

The trouble is that screening, 
research, education and new methods 
of treatment are vitally needed. It would 
be a tragedy. if, after years of inaction, 
they were all to become pawns in 
arguments and contusion. : 

Strong leadership is needed right 
now to steer a course which will con- 
tinue the progress made thus far and to 
prevent the subject from becoming a 
political or racist football, in which 
cases black victims of sickle cell 
anemiagwill be the main losers.

ROTC Retains More Students 


FORT MONROE, VA — 
College students continue to 
tum to Army ROTC as a way 
of achieving their educational 
goals while gaining valuable 
leadership experience. 

The year 1972 brought 
about some significant im- 
provements in the Army 
AOE: ee 

* While enroliments were 
down, more college students 
were staying in than dropping 
out of the program. 

* There was a sharp in- 
crease in enroliment of black 
and_ other minority group 
cadets. 

* Women enrolled for the 
first time in both the college 
and high school ROTC 
programs. 

* More colleges and high 
schools offered the ROTC 
program to their students. 

As the Army moves toward 
an all-volunteer force, the 
ROTC program will become 
increasingly important as a 
pnmary source of new of- 
ficers for the Active Army, 
National 

Low enroliment, which has 
plagued the Amy ROTC 
college program for the past 
five years, appears to have 
been checked. The current 
enroliment of 41,294 is only 
18 percent less than the 
50,234 cadets enrolied in the 
Program during school year 
1971-72. 
fate of ROTC cadets is in- 
creasing. Statistics show that 
93 percent of juniors (Military 
Science {i1) continued to take 
ROTC in their senior (MS IV) 
year. They will be among 
some 7,200 cadets who will 
gtaduate and be com- 
missioned as second 
lieutenants in 1973. 

And a record 63 percent of 
sophomore (MS I!) students — 
those who completed the first 
two years of the program — 
committed themselves to 
continue ,in the advanced 
ROTC program. 

The improvements in reten- 
tion were achieved in spite of 
the -increased number of 
Schools that switched from 


__initial. two-yeart required 


Programs to elective 
Programs, and in spite of 
elimination of draft pressures. 

—“The~-resuttis~ that Army 
ROTC enroliments now in- 
clude primarily self-motivated 
‘Students who are. most likely 
to develop into the intelligent, 
enthusiastic, and versatile 
young officers needed by the 
modem Army. 

In ts_recruiting, the Army 
Strives. to- insure that all 
minority group prospects 
have an opportunity to enroll 
in the ROTC. ‘ 

As the result of a concerted 
and continuing recruiting, 
cadets from minority groups 
now Comprise 17.4 percent of 
the 41,294 students now 
enrolled in Army ROTC. 
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Since school year 1970-71, 
black enroliment in Army 
ROTC has risen to a total of 
5,627 cadets, or 13.7 percent 
of the entire enroliment in the 
college program. 

Army ROTC became

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. -- 
(NBNS)—— -In- another in- 
dication of Africa's growing

At_this time last year we 
humbly offered our readers 
some suggestions for New 
Year's resolutions, and we 
have been asked to fallow the 
same spirit again this year. 

As the main thrust of our 
thoughts centered around im- 
proving the quality of life for 
ourselves and others, we too 
simplistically, perhaps, con- 
cluded that getting to know
